To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Council  of  Durham. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I submit  iny  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the  county  and  the 
work  of  the  health  services  of  the  County  Council  for  the  year  1951. 

Population. — The  fifteenth  census  of  the  population  of 
England  and  Wales  was  taken  on  the  8th  April.  Provisional  figures 
have  been  published  and  these  show  that  since  the  last  previous  census 
in  1931  the  population  of  the  administrative  county  has  declined  from 
921,006  to  9(12,821  persons,  a reduction  of  approximately  2 per  cent. 

Births. — The  number  of  live  births  and  the  live  birth-rate  at 
15,806  and  17.6  per  1,000  estimated  mid-year  population,  again  declined 
slightly. 


Infant  Mortality. — The  death-rate  among  infants  showed  a 
slight  increase  on  last  year’s  rate.  However,  numbers  of  deaths  from 
certain  causes  which  contributed  materially  to  the  total  rate  (broncho 
pneumonia,  congenital  malformation,  premature  birth)  were  at  an 
unusually  low  level  in  1950. 

Premature  Births. — Statistics  regarding  premature  births  have 
been  presented  in  greater  detail  than  in  previous  years.  Though  the 
information  is  not  complete  in  certain  details,  it  will  be  seen  that, 
on  the  basis  of  birth  weight,  approximately  5.2  per  cent  of  live  births 
were  premature.  Of  these  premature  infants  40  per  cent  were  born  and 
nursed  entirely  at  home  while  53  per  cent  were  born  and  nursed  entirely 
in  hospital.  Of  the  former  group  72  per  cent  and  of  the  latter  group 
84  per  cent  survived  for  28  days  at  least  after  birth.  The  apparent 
advantage  enjoyed  by  the  hospital  group  manifests  itself  almost 
entirely  in  prematurely  born  children  of  less  than  4 lbs.  6 ozs.  birth 
weight.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  possible  measures  whereby  the 
survival  rate  may  be  increased. 

Maternal  and  Child  Welfare. — Attendances  at  welfare  centres 
have  fallen  slightly,  probabty  owing  to  the  smaller  number  of  births 
and  the  increasing  facilities  for  care  offered  by  general  practitioners 
and  hospitals.  Two-thirds  of  all  expectant  mothers,  however,  attended 
the  Council’s  ante-natal  clinics. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery . — The  demand  on  this  service  again 
showed  a substantial  reduction,  an  increasing  proportion  of  confine- 
ments taking  place  in  hospital. 

Health  Visiting. — The  work  of  this  Department  has  been 
maintained  despite  the  difficulties  which  have  to  be  met  in  consequence 
of  the  continuing  shortage  of  trained  health  visitors. 

Ambulance  Service. — The  demand  on  this  service  increased 
very  slightly  during  the  year  and  now  shows  signs  of  becoming  stabilised, 


Infections  Diseases. — There  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever 
or  typhoid  fever,  only  one  from  diphtheria,  6 from  measles  and  9 from 
whooping  cough.  The  incidence  of  diphtheria  showed  a further  marked 
drop — there  were  only  28  cases.  Measles  for  the  fourth  year  in  suc- 
cession manifested  itself  as  an  annual  epidemic  peak  in  the  late  spring. 
This  is  in  contrast  to  its  behaviour  in  the  previous  years  since  notifica- 
tion was  introduced  in  1939  when  it  occurred  biennially  in  the  winter.

gratitude  to  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  not  only, 
for  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  but  for  their  constant' 
help  in  the  work  of  the  service  throughout  the  year.

BOUNDARY  CHANGES. 

On  the  1st  April,  1951,  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Hylton,  Ford, 
Herrington  and  Silksworth  in  the  Sunderland  Rural  District,  comprising 
1,632  acres,  were  transferred  to  the  Sunderland  County  Borough; 
while  part  of  the  Boldon  Urban  District,  760  acres  in  area,  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  South  Shields  County  Borough. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Medical  Research  Council,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  continue  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  public 
health  laboratory  service. 


The  laboratory  situated  at  the  Government  Buildings,  Ponteland 
Road,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  undertakes  all  examinations  for  the  County 
of  Durham. 

Table  1 shows  the  number  of  specimens  submitted  for  examination. 


TREATMENT  CENTRES  and  CLINICS. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. — The  number  of  welfare 
centres  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  90. 

Dental  Clinics. — Four  clinics  were  in  operation  during  the  year, 
and  in  addition  the  school  dental  officers  in  Stockton-on-Tees,  treated 
some  children  under  5 years. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. — Sessions  were  being  held  at  86  centres  at 
the  end  of  the  vear.

Post-Natal  Clinics. — At  the  end  of  the  year  the 'number  of  centres 
at  which  post-natal  sessions  were  held  had  decreased  to  27.  At  centres 
where  numbers  do  not  justify  special  sessions,  advice  is  given  at  ante- 
natal clinics. 
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Birth  Control  Clinics. — Advice  was  given  at  22  centres. 

Nurseries. — Five  day  nurseries  are  in  use  but  there  is  a demand  for 
additional  accommodation  in  several  districts.  The  administration  of 
Birtley  residential  nursery  whs  transferred  to  the  Children  Committee, 
on  the  1st  February. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics. — The  number  of  centres  using  ultra- 
violet ray  lamps  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  31 . 

NURSING  HOMES. 

During  the  year  no  applications  were  made  to  the  County  Council 
under  section  194  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  delegation 
of  their  powers  to  district  councils.  The  maternity  and  nursing  homes 
were  periodically  inspected.

HEALTH  CENTRES. 

The  prospect  of  any  general  provision  of  health  centres  in  the 
county  has  not  improved.  Few7  experimental  centres  have  been 
provided  anywhere  and  progress  in  the  acquisition  of  experience  of  the 
type  of  provision  which  will  be  most  satisfactory  is  likely  to  be  slower 
than  was  anticipated. 

At  present  it  appears  that  health  centre  provision  may  be  restricted 
to  new  towns  and  will  be  developed  in  stages  as  the  towms  grow  up. 
There  are  two  new7  towns  in  the  county  at  Newton  Aycliffe  and  Peterlee. 
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('ARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOU  NO  CHILDREN. 

.Centres. — Of  the  90  welfare  centres  in  the  administrative  county) 
38  are  held  in  premises  owned  or  wholly  rented  by  the  County  Council j 
the  remaining  centres  being  held  in  premises,  such  as  church  halls,  on  a 
rental  basis. 

Owing  to  the  termination  of  the  tenancy  agreement  it  becamc-< 
necessary  in  March  to  close  temporarily  Ferryhill  Centre  and  Swahvellil 
Centre  was  discontinued  in  September  because  of  the  small  number 
of  attendances.  Mid dleton-St. -George  Centre  was  re-opened  on  1 8th 
J une.

Post-Natal  Clinics. — Special  sessions  were  held  at  28  centres.- 
Table  4 shows  the  numbers  of  mothers  on  the  books  and  the  attend-  \ 
ances  made  by  them.  The  numbers  of  mothers  attending  post-nataij 
clinics  compared  with  the  numbers  attending  ante-natal  clinics  ii 
small.

Note  : I'acilities  for  X-ray  examinations  are  available  at  certain  of  the  hospitals  in  the  County. 

Patients  requiring  dentures  are  advised  to  consult  private  practitioners  as  there  are  no  facilities  available 
within  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  services. 
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Dental  Treatment. — Dental  treatment  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  young  children  continued  to  be  available  at  the  following 
four  centres. — Bishop  Auckland,  Durham  and  Houghton-le-Spring 
(one  session  every  fortnight)  and  Horden  (one  session  every  month). 


These  services  continue  to  be  undertaken  by  Messrs.  W.  Moss, 
T.  H.  Smailes  and  S.  Todd,  private  practitioners,  on  a sessional  basis. 
In  addition,  young  children  are  treated  by  the  school  dental  officers 
in  the  Excepted  Area  of  Stockton-on-Tees.  Details  of  the  work  done 
aie  given  in  Table  6. 


The  suggestion  made  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  118/47  to 
vdiich  reference  has  been  made  in  the  last  two  reports,  that  steps  be 
taken  to  secure  joint  usage  with  the  Education  Committee  of  the 
resources  of  the  school  dental  service,  remains  the  most  desirable 
method  of  providing  systematic  dental  examination  and  treatment  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children.  Unfortunately 
however,  the  resources  of  the  school  dental  service  remain  below 
strength  and  in  consequence  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  arrange  any 
assistance  for  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  service. 


Changes  have,  however,  been  made  in  the  National  Health  Service 
Regulations  and  these  changes,  combined  writh  the  acceptance  of  a 
nationally  negotiated  scale,  may  make  the  Local  Government  Service 
more  attractive  to  dental  practitioners,  and  it  is  hoped  render  it  possible 
to  give  practical  effect  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry. 


Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics. — Two  clinics  were  opened  and  one 
closed  leaving  a total  of  31  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Attendances 
increased  by  4,017  to  58,688  and  numbers  attending  by  26  to  4,793. 
Details  are  showm  in  Table  7. 


E.  F.  Peile  Home,  Shotley  Bridge. — This  convalescent  home  for 
mothers  and  babies  is  administered  by  the  County  Council.  During 
the  year  125  mothers,  132  babies  and  218  children  were  admitted. 
The  average  duration  of  stay  of  these  cases  was  17  days  for  mothers  and 
babies  and  30  days  for  children.

County  Federation  of  Voluntary  Workers. — Five  meetings  were  held 
during  the  year.  The  Federation  Convalescent  Scheme  defrayed  the 
cost  of  a period  in  a Convalescent  Home  for  17  mothers  and  children. 

Homes  or  Hostels  for  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Babies. — A 
Hostel  at  Ramside,  Belmont,  near  Durham,  and  St.  Monnica’s  Home  at 
Bishop  Auckland,  for  unmarried  mothers  and  their  babies,  are  adminis- 
tered by  the^Durham  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association,  the  County 
Council  making  grants  annually  towards  their  maintenance.  Table  9 
gives  certain  information  in  connection  with  these  institutions.

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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

The  total  number  of  midwives  who  gave  notice  of  intention  to 
practise  in  the  administrative  county  during  the  year  was  349,  which 
included  County  Council  wholetime  midwives  (158),  district  nurse- 
midwives  (78),  midwives  employed  in  hospitals  (105)  and  those  engaged 
in  private  practice  (8).  At  the  end  of  the  year  137  wholetime  domi- 
ciliary midwives  were  employed  by  the  County  Council  and  G2  district 
nurse-midwives  by  the  County  Nursing  Association.  Owing  to  the 
decreasing  birth-rate  and  to  the  increasing  number  of  hospital  con- 
finements it  has  not  been  necessary  to  fill  some  of  the  vacancies  created 
by  retirements  or  to  attempt  to  make  new  appointments  to  reach 
the  full  establishment  of  171  directly  employed  wholetime  domiciliary 
midwives.

With  regard  to  the  54  cases  in  which  medical  help  was  requisi- 
tioned on  account  of  rise  of  temperature,  15  were  subsequently  notified 
as  puerperal  pyrexia,  and  1 0 of  these  received  in-patient  hospital  treat- 
ment. 

Of  the  52  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  5 were  notified  as 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  1 received  hospital  treatment. 

Maternity  outfits  are  available  free  of  charge  for  all  domiciliary 
confinements  and  the  number  issued  during  the  year  was  7,251. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  133  wholetime  midwives  and  58  nurse- 
midwives  had  received  the  necessary  training  in  gas  and  air  analgesia 
and  191  had  been  supplied  with  the  necessary  apparatus.  The  number 
of  cases  in  which  gas  and  air  was  administered  was  3,187. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  county  midwives  attend 
the  General  Hospital,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  for  a period  of  one  month 
for  post-certificate  courses.

HOME  NURSING. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Durham  County  Nursing  Association 
under  which  the  Association  provides  a service  of  home  nurses,  were 
continued  throughout  the  year  and  the  service  was  maintained  satis- 
factorily. 


The  problem  of  housing  accommodation  for  nurses  proved  to  be 
less  acute  and  staff  vacancies  were  filled  satisfactorily. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  95  wholetime  and  67  part-time 
nurses  employed.  The  number  of  new  patients  treated  during  the 
year  was  17,569  while  the  nurses  paid  362,950  visits  on  the  districts, 
13,791  casual  visits  and  10,110  visits  were  made  to  nurses’  clinics. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

The  general  arrangements  to  secure  that  as  many  children  as  poss- 
ible are  immunised  and  vaccinated  were  continued  during  the  year. 

A pamphlet  regarding  vaccination  is  sent  to  parents  when  their 
children  attain  the  age  of  3 months.  To  draw  attention  to  the  need 
for  immunisation,  leaflets  are  distributed  by  post  at  8 months  and 
12  months,  and  to  encourage  re-inforcing  doses  at  the  age  of  4 years 
9 months.  The  health  visitors  are  provided  with  details  of  children 
immunised  and  vaccinated  in  order  that  they  can  visit  children  who 
have  not  been  so  protected.

The  total  number  of  cases  vaccinated  and.  re  vaccinated  was 
5,024  which  is  an  increase  of  461  compared  with  1950.  The  number 
of  cases  who  received  primary  immuTiisation  was  10,190  which  is  an 
increase  of  450  compared  with  the  previous  year  ; while  the  number 
of  cases  who  received  re-inforcing  injections  decreased  from  5,938  in 
1950  to  5,700  in  1951. 


Tables  16  and  17  give  details  of  the  numbers  vaccinated  and 
immunised  in  the  county. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  in  Tables  18  and  19,  the  service 
has  carried  210,0 12  cases  and  covered  2,129,585  miles  during  the  year,  an 
increase  of  50,721  cases  and  149,904  miles  when  compared  with  1950.  As 
in  previous  years  part  of  the  increase  in  the  work  has  arisen  from  the 
continued  demand  for  the  daily  transport  of  “treatment”  cases  to  and 
from  hospital  but  some  of  the  increase  in  the  actual  number  of  cases 
carried  is  due  to  a revised  method  of  recording  prescribed  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  operating  from  1st  August.  In  July,  the  Minister 
attempted  by  the  issue  of  Circular  30/51,  to  lighten  the  load  on  the 
service  by  seeking  a wider  degree  of  co-operation  from  hospital  staffs 
and  medical  practitioners. 


While  the  directions  set  out  in  the  Circular  have  resulted  in  some 
restriction  of  demand,  the  actual  reduction  has  not  been  as  substantia] 
as  was  hoped. 


A special  sub-committee  appointed  to  consider  the  re-organisation 
of  the  service  has  visited  every  depot  in  the  administrative  county, 
writh  the  exception  of  the  three  rural  out-stations,  and  made  recom- 
mendations with  a view  to  improving  garage  accommodation  and 
amenities  for  the  personnel.  Owing  in  the  main  to  building  restrictions, 
little  real  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  new 
depots,  but  accommodation  and  amenities  have  been  improved  at 
Consett,  Stanley  and  Bishop  Auckland. 

The  agency  arrangements  with  the  J arrow  Division  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  were  terminated  by  mutual  consent  on  the  30th 
June.  This  leaves  only  one  agency — the  Wheatley  Hill  Hospital 
Fund — operating  in  the  county  scheme. 

From  the  1st  September  all  long-distance  journeys  were  under- 
taken by  the  personnel  and  vehicles  (five  Humber/Lomas  ambulances 
and  a Daimler  car)  based  on  the  Lanchester  Depot.  This  arrangement 
has  enabled  a more  effective  control  to  be  maintained  on  this  branch  of 
the  service,  with  a consequent  saving  in  the  use  of  vehicles  and  man- 
power. 


Of  the  201  drivers  who  were  entered  for  the  National  Safe  Driving 
Competition  for  1950,  organised  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  j 
of  Accidents,  104  qualified  to  receive  an  award.

in  Circular  25/51,  which  became  operative  on  1st  August  1951>  "lade  and  I,JtlUUS  Cai"ed  ,S  due  t0  the  revised  method  °f  annual  costing  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
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During  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  an  application  from  the 
trade  unions  concerned  that  members  of  the  ambulance  driving  staff 
should  be  regarded  as  “shift  workers'”  and,  following  a meeting  on  7th 
September  between  representatives  of  the  Council,  the  Unions  and  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service,  a compromise  was  reached 
whereby  employees  would  relinquish  their  claim  to  a shift  allowance 
in  return  for  the  payment  of  l£d.  per  hour  (4/7d.  per  week)  as  a plus 
payment  while  engaged  on  the  present  duty  rota,  this  payment  being 
made  in  respect  of  the  inconvenient  working  arrangement  involved. 
The  payment  was  made  retrospective  to  1st  April  1950. 


Organisation  : 

(a)  Controls. — For  operational  purposes  the  drivers  and  vehicles 
are  grouped  into  17  unit  areas,  and  these  areas  are,  in  turn,  further 
grouped  into  9 control  areas  (see  Table  20).  Seven  of  the  controls  are 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  County  Council,  wrhile  two — 
Darlington  and  West  Hartlepool — act  as  agent-controls.  Each 
control  is  continuously  manned  and  each  unit  area  has  an  emergency- 
duty  ambulance  on  a 24-hour  availability,  the  rest  of  the  vehicles 
providing  a “general”  service. 

(b)  Depots. — The  number  of  depots  is  19,  comprising  15  principal 
depots,  one  small  coastal  depot,  and  three  rural  out-stations  covering 
Weardale  and  Teesdale.  The  position  with  regard  to  accommodation 
remains  a cause  for  some  concern,  many  vehicles  still  having  to  stand 
in  the  open,  but  in  addition  to  the  improvements  at  Stanley  (occupied 
as  from  26th  February),  Consett  and  Bishop  Auckland  depots  already 
mentioned,  tenders  have  been  accepted  for  new  depots  at  Chester-le- 
Street  and  New  Herrington. 

(c)  Vehicles. — At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  wrere  86 
ambulances  and  2 cars  in  use.  During  the  year  7 ambulances  were 
withdrawn  as  unserviceable  and  20  new  Bedford/Lomas  ambulances 
were  delivered,  leaving  99  ambulances  and  2 cars  in  use  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

During  the  year  100  vehicles  required  major  repairs  and  266  minor 
repairs. 

An  order  for  a further  16  new  Karrier  ambulances  was  placed 
during  the  year. 


(d)  Staff : 

(i)  Headquarters. — No  additional  personnel  have  been  appointed 
to  the  staff  at  headquarters,  but  sanction  has  been  given  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  two  liaison  officers  for  duty  at  Newcastle  and  Sunderland, 
respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  co-ordinating  the  work  of  the  service 
at  the  hospitals  in  these  two  areas. 

(ii)  Controls. — Each  of  the  seven  county  controls  is  manned 
continuously  by  four  male  clerk-telephonists  working  a three-shift 
system.  Two  further  clerk-telephonists  have  been  appointed  to  serve 
as  reliefs. 

(iii)  Driver- Attendants . — The  total  number  of  drivers  employed  in 
the  service  at  the  end  of  the  year  wras  270,  this  being  an  increase  of 
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two  over  the  figure  at  the  end  of  1950.  It  is  proposed  to  recruit 
additional  driving  staff  up  to  the  maximum  authorised  establishment

PREVENTION  OP  ILLNESS,  CARE  ANI)  AFTER-CARE. 

The  proposals  of  the  County  Council  under  Section  28  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  originally  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  the  22nd  April,  1948,  have  been  amended  on  four  occasions 
since  and  the  following  is  a copy  of  the  last  proposals  as  approved  by  the 
Minister  on  the  11th  June,  1951. — 

“On  the  appointed  day  the  voluntary  district  care  committees  as 
agents  of  the  County  Council  continued  to  provide  for  the  care  and  after- 
care of  the  tuberculous,  their  functions  being  enlarged  to  include  the 
care  and  after-care  of  the  sick  other  than  tuberculous  persons. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  will  cease  to  employ  the  district  care 
committees  as  their  agents  and  will  themselves  discharge  the  functions 
imposed  on  the  authority  by  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946.  The  Local  Health  Authority  will  exercise  these  functions 
through  the  area  Health  Sub-Committees,  established  under  the  County 
Council’s  scheme  for  the  appointment  of  Health  Sub-Committees, 
pursuant  to  paragraph  6 of  Part  II  of  the  Fourth  Schedule  to  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

To  each  sub-committee  will  be  attached  a social  worker  (who  may 
serve  more  than  one  committee)  who  will  co-operate  with  hospital 
almoners,  the  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  and  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service,  officers  in  the  Local  Health 
Authority  service,  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  other  persons  and 
organisations  to  assist  persons  wdio  require  care  as  a result  of  illness. 

The  arrangements  will  be  such  as  will  lie  outside  the  scope  of  the 
hospital  and  specialist  services,  and  of  the  provisions  of  Part  III  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  will  use  facilities  for  the  rehabili- 
tation of  tuberculous  persons  in  sheltered  employment  in  village 
settlements  or  hostels  provided  by  other  local  health  authorities  or  by 
voluntary  organisations. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  may  as  circumstances  permit  : 

(a)  establish  dormitory  hostel  accommodation  in  association  with 
special  factories  otherwise  provided  for  the  employment  of 
tuberculous  persons  under  sheltered  conditions.

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(b)  appoint  occupational  therapists  (possibly  in  conjunction  with 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board)  who  will  visit  patients  in  their 
homes. 

(c)  make  such  arrangements  as  are  considered  desirable  for  the 
granting  of  extra  nourishment. 

(d)  improve  in  so  far  as  they  have  power  to  do  so  the  living  condi- 
tions of  the  sick  and  their  dependants. 

(e)  assist  and  advise  the  convalescent  to  obtain  suitable  employ- 
ment and  in  particular  to  enable  suitable  persons  to  obtain 
the  benefit  of  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  and  National  Service  under  the  Disabled  Persons 
(Employment)  Act  where  these  are  appropriate. 

(/)  generally  assist  the  sick  in  any  other  manner  which  may  seem 
advisable,  e.g.  by  the  provision  of  beds,  bedding,  clothing,  etc. 

The  Authority  will  endeavour  to  make  arrangements  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  whereby  medical  specialists  who  will  be  con- 
cerned in  diagnostic  and  curative  work  under  the  Board  will  also  give 
service  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  connection  with  their  pre- 
ventive and  care  work  ; and  whereby  members  of  the  Authority’s  staff 
who  will  visit  tuberculous  patients  in  their  homes  spend  part  of  their 
time  working  in  co-operation  with  the  medical  specialists  at  chest 
clinics. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  intends  to  provide  for  B.C.G.  vaccina- 
tion, by  and  at  the  instance  of  a physician  with  specialist  knowledge  and 
experience  of  tuberculosis,  as  regards  persons  to  whom  it  is  judged 
medically  expedient,  subject  to  the  necessary  preliminary  tests,  to  offer 
such  vaccination  in  view  of  their  known  contact  with  tuberculosis  infec- 
tion. Records  of  B.C.G.  vaccinations  will  be  kept  in  such  standard 
form  as  may  be  recommended  by  the  Ministry,  and  information  con- 
cerning these  records  will  be  supplied  to  the  Ministry  on  request. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  will,  in  connection  with  the  work  of 
B.C.G.  vaccination  and  otherwise,  make  arrangements  as  necessary  for 
the  segregation  of  children  from  sources  of  infection  either  (a)  by 
providing  special  accommodation  or  using  special  accommodation 
provided  by  other  Local  Health  Authorities  or  ( b ) by  boarding  out, 
having  regard  in  this  respect  to  the  provisions  of  the  Children  Act,  1948. 

Mental  Illness. 

Proposals  are  included  in  the  scheme  under  Section  51  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  for  the  setting  up  of  occupation  centres  for 
mental  defectives  and  for  a home  teaching  service. 

The  supervision  of  mental  defectives  except  those  on  licence  from 
certified  institutions  has  hitherto  been  carried  out  by  health  visitors  and 
it  is  proposed  subject  as  hereinafter  mentioned  to  continue  this  arrange- 
ment. Mental  defectives  on  licence  from  a certified  institution  have 
been  supervised  by  the  North  Eastern  Council  for  Mental  Welfare 
and  it  is  proposed  that  arrangements  be  made  with  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  for  this  work  to  lie  continued  by  this  Association  or 
its  successor. 
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in  appropriate  cases  the  Local  Health  Authority  propose  to  make  • 
arrangements  with  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  for  the  • 
after-care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  or  mental  defect. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Social  workers  will  be  employed  for  the  purpose  of  following  up 
persons  under  treatment  for  venereal  disease  or  persons  believed  to  be 
sources  of  venereal  infection.  These  workers  will  co-operate  closely 
with  the  venereal  disease  treatment  centres  serving  the  Local  Health  i 
Authority  area. 


Other  Illness. 

The  authority  will  develop  arrangements  in  the  light  of  circum- 
stances and  experience  for  affording  all  necessary  care  and  after-care  to 
persons  discharged  from  hospital  or  other  invalids,  so,  however,  that  the 
arrangements  in  this  respect  will  be  such  as  will  be  outside  the  scope  of: 
the  hospital  and  specialist  services  and  of  the  provisions  of  Part  III  ofi 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Nursing  Equipment. 


The  Local  Health  Authority  will  establish  central  and  local  stores- 
of  nursing  requisites  and  other  articles  for  loan  to  sick  persons  who  are. 
being  nursed  at  home,  and  who  require  them. 


Physiotherapy. 

The  Authority  will  if  necessary  co-operate  in  any  arrangements  fori 
domiciliary  physiotherapy  which  may  be  made  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

Health  Education. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  propose  to  develop  as  opportunity* 
permits  a comprehensive  programme  of  health  education  providing 


(a)  instruction  on  the  principles  and  practice  of  health  education; 
for  persons  whose  work  brings  them  in  contact  with  thee 
community  and 

(b)  information  on  individual  -and  community  health  for  the 
general  public  ; 


and  for  these  purposes  to  use  the  appropriate  services,  material  and. 
advice  available  from  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  om 
from  other  sources.” 


The  employment  of  the  seven  voluntaiy  district  tuberculosis  carca 
and  after-care  committees  as  agents  under  the  County  Council’s  scheme 
was  terminated  on  the  30th  September,  1951,  and  with  effect  from  the* 
1st  October  the  duties  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service] 
Act,  1946,  have  been  discharged  by  the  County  Council.

Tuberculosis.- — Weekly  returns  of  tuberculosis  notifications  con- 
tinue to  be  received  from  district  medical  officers  of  health.  From  this 
information  a register  of  all  cases  in  the  administrative  county  is  kept  in 
this  Department  and  the  health  visitors  are  kept  informed  of  all  new 
cases  so  that  they  may  visit  and  advise.  Particulars  of  all  notified 
cases  are  forwarded  weekly  to  the  chest  clinics  who  in  turn  send  to  this 
Department  details  cf  patients  removed  from  the  register  as  recovered, 
removed  from  area,  etc.,  and  this  information  is  passed  by  this  Depart- 
ment to  district  niedical  officers  of  health  and  health  visitors.  Close 
liaison  exists  between  the  chest  clinics  and  the  Health  Department. 


Chest  Physicians. — Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  for  the  employment  by  the  County  Council  of 
the  following  chest  physicians  in  respect  of  prevention  and  care  work, 
the  County  Council  paying  for  the  proportion  of  the  time  given  to  such 
duties,  as  indicated.

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B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. — During  the  period  1st  I 
April,  1950,  to  31st  December,  1951,  222  patients  were  vaccinated  by.  j 
chest  physicians.  The  cases  dealt  with  were  mostly  children  who  were.  I 
contacts  of  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

Rehabilitation. — One  patient,  who  had  been  admitted  to  Preston  i 
Hall  Colony,  Maidstone,  Kent,  in  1947,  continued  to  be  maintained:  I 
by  the  County  Council  during  the  year,  while  another  patient,  admitted  I 
in  January,  1951,  ceased  to  be  maintained  in  October.  In  addition,  d 
three  patients  (1  male  and  2 female)  have  been  maintained  in  Papworth  j 
Hall  Colony,  Cambridge,  two  for  the  whole  of  the  year  and  one,  who  wass 
admitted  in  1945,  ceased  to  be  maintained  in  April,  1951. 

Occupational  Therapy. — Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year:  I 
for  instruction  to  be  given  to  two  disabled  men,  one  (tuberculous)  ini  j 
leatherwork  and  Lhe  other  (disseminated  sclerosis)  in  weaving. 

Nursing  equipment. — Applications  for  the  loan  of  nursing  equip-- 1 
ment  for  patients  are  received  from  the  district  nurses  of  the  County  I 
Nursing  Association,  doctors,  etc.,  and  stocks  of  such  requisites  are<  i 
maintained  in  a central  store  in  this  Department  from  which  demands'! 
are  met.  Details  of  the  provision  made  are  given  in  Table  22. 


Venereal  Disease. — A social  worker,  who  works  in  close  co-opera-  -1 
tion  with  the  venereal  disease  treatment  centres  serving  the  adminis- oj 
trative  county,  is  employed  in  following  up  contacts  and  patients  J 
under  treatment. 


Health  Education. — Considerable  use  continued  to  be  made  during,  i 
the  year  of  health  propaganda  material  loaned  by  the  Central  Council  :> 
for  Health  Education,  this  being  exhibited  in  welfare  centres  throughoul  tr 
the  county. 


Convalescent  Homes. — The  acute  shortage  of  convalescent  home 
accommodation  continues  and  none  is  available  to  the  County  Council 
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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 


The  object  of  the  service  is  to  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
“where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  whe 
is  ill,  an  expectant  mother,  lying-in,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  ? 
child  not  over  school  age”.  The  service  continues  to  grow.  So  man) 
applications  for  assistance  were  received  that  restriction  of  the  weekly 
number  of  hours  per  household  was  necessary,  but  every  genuine  neec 
was  met.

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As  well  as  applications  for  assistance  from  sick  and  infirm  persons 
many  are  received  from  members  of  the  medical  and  welfare  services^ 
Every  application  is  investigated  and  enquiries  are  made  regarding® 
relatives  who  may  be  able  to  assist.  1 his  seixice  is  not  to  ieplac<t£ 
family  care  but  to  supplement  it,  and  provide  for  those  who  are  beref 
of  relatives.  The  assistance  given  varies  with  the  type  of  casee 
Maternity  cases  may  need  44  hours  per  week  for  two  weeks  afte 
confinement  wThile  only  4 to  6 houis  weekly  may  be  required  to  assis' 
adequately  an  aged  person.  lhe  Domestic  Help  Service  relieves  thr 
pressure  on  hospitals,  assists  district  nurses,  mid  wives  and  healtl 
visitors  and  enables  old  people  to  continue  living  in  their  own  homes-fef 
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The  fee  for  the  service  is  2/6d.  per  hour  but  householders  pay  in 
i accordance  with  t he  County  Council  assessment  scale  which  takes  into 
i account  the  income  of  the  household,  due  allowance  being  made  for 
the  number  of  family,  rent,  rates,  etc.  Home  helps  are  paid  2/0§d.  per 
hour  increasing  to  2/lfd.  after  a year’s  continuous  service.  As  their 
duties  include  the  care  of  young  children,  the  care  of  the  sick  and  aged, 
and  the  domestic  work  of  the  house,  they  must  be  capable,  honest 
and  trustworthy.  No  “sitters-in”  are  employed. 

As  the  service  expanded  6 additional  assistant  organisers  were 
found  necessary  and  these  were  appointed  in  January  making  12  in  all. 

Talks  on  the  service  were  given  in  six  county  districts.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  which  meets  bi-monthly,  is  a 
sub-committee  of  the  County  Health  Committee. 

The  medical  work  of  this  section  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Deputy  County  Medical  Officer. 

In  addition  to  their  duties  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  seven  duly  authorised  officers  are  also  engaged  with  certain 
work  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

No  administrative  duties  are  delegated  to  voluntary  associations, 
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Three  of  the  seven  duly  authorised  officers  have  attended  a week- 
end course  of  training  in  mental  health  work. 

Account  of  work  undertaken  in  the  Community . 

National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Section  28. — The  supervision  of 
mental  defectives,  except  those  on  licence  from  certified  institutions  iss 
carried  out  by  the  health  visitors.  The  arrangements  with  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health  for  dealing  with  the  after-care  of  ex- 
service  personnel  and  other  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  ceased 
on  30th  September,  1951,  and  the  County  Council  proceeded  to  consider- 
the  question  of  providing  their  own  service  for  community  care,  by  thee 
appointment  of  psychiatric  social  workers.

During  the  year  22  petitions  were  presented  and  an  Order  under 
the  Acts  was  made  in  each  case  for  hospital  care  and  training. 

Difficulty  continues  to  be  experienced  in  obtaining  vacancies  in 
hospitals  for  defectives. 


Guardianship  and  Supervision. 

Two  defectives  were  placed  under  the  statutory  guardianship  of 
their  parents  during  the  year.  The  number  under  this  section  of  the 
Act  directly  supervised  by  this  Authority  on  the  31st  December  was 
8 (male  4,  female  4). 

The  county  health  visitors  continued  to  supervise  defectives  in 
their  homes  making  6,371  visits  to  1,867  defectives  during  the  year. 
Of  the  defectives  known  to  this  authority,  23  have  given  birth  to 
children  during  this  period,  4 while  unmarried.  Fourteen  female 
defectives  were  married. 

T raining. 

During  the  year,  the  County  Council  approved  the  establishment 
of  occupation  centres  for  mental  defectives  at  Consett,  Houghton-le- 
Spring  and  Stockton-on-Tees.  A home  teacher  for  mental  defectives 
commenced  duty  in  the  Stockton-on-Tees  area  on  the  1st  March,  1951.

WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND  AND  OTHER  HANDICAPPED 

PERSONS. 


The  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  County  Council’s  register  on 
the  31st  December  wras  1,952  or  49  less  than  at  the  end  of  1950.  During 
the  year  the  names  of  280  blind  persons  were  added  to  the  register, 
20  persons  who  had  been  registered  as  “blind”  were  certified  “not  blind” 
and  their  names  removed  from  the  register  and  309  died  or  left  the 
county  area.  Of  the  20  persons  certified  “not  blind”  sight  had  been 
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restored  in  14  cases  after  surgical  treatment.  The  five  part-time 
ophthalmologists  appointed  by  the  County  Council  carried  out  432 
eye  examinations.  These  cases  are  classified  as  follows. -

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Incidence  and  Mortality. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
received  during  the  year  was  1,053  and  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis 
182  compared  with  1,060  and  205  respectively  in  1950.  (See  Tables  jl 
26  to  30).  The  figures  for  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  (88  males  and 
94  females)  are  the  lowest  on  record.  The  total  notifications  for  the 
year  (1,235)  show  a reduction  of  30  compared  with  1950  and  give  an 
incidence  rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  of  1.37  per  1,000  population, 
the  rate  for  1950  being  1.39. 

Table  32  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  and  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis  by  age  periods  and  in  the  separate  county 
districts  and  areas.

The  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  has  decreased 
by  35  (25  males,  10  females)  compared  with  last  year.  The  deaths  ifl 
from  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  (48)  show  a decrease  of  8 and  were 
fewer  than  in  any  previous  year  for  which  records  are  available.

Tables  35  to  39  give  particulars  of  cases  of  infectious  disease: 
occurring  during  the  year,  the  mortality  from  the  principal  infective 
diseases,  and  the  numbers  admitted  to  isolation  hospitals. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  wrere  1,303  cases  and  854  were  admitted  to 
hospital.  No  deaths  were  registered.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
1950  were  1,393,  1,069  and  nil  respectively. 

Whooping  Cough. — The  number  of  cases  (3,597)  showed  a slight 
increase  (107)  but  the  deaths  decreased  by  3 to  9 when  compared  with' 
the  previous  year.

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Diphtheria. — Only  28  cases  were  confirmed  compared  with.  88  in 
1950.  One  death  wras  registered,  a child  aged  6 years  who  had  not 
been  immunised.  In  1950  there  were  4 deaths. 

Measles. — The  number  of  cases  (1 1,336)  remained  almost  the  same. 
Admissions  to  hospital  increased  from  27  to  65  but  the  number  of 
deaths  was  reduced  from  13  to  6.  The  peak  notification  period  was  in 
the  second  quarter  when  over  400  notifications  were  received  for  several 
weeks,  the  average  weekly  notification  rate  in  the  last  quarter  dropped 
to  approximately  100.  The  case  rate  was  equal  to  12.6  per  1,000  pop- 
ulation and  the  case  mortality  rate  was  0.05  per  cent. 

Pneumonia. — Deaths  increased  from  331  in  1950  to  383  in  1951 
although  the  number  of  cases  (1,100)  remained  substantially  the  same. 
More  than  half  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  and 
219  notifications  were  received  in  the  first  fortnight. 

Meningococcal  Infections. — During  the  year  there  were  49  cases 
and  11  deaths.  In  1950  the  figures  were  44  and  9 respectively. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — A considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cases  (from  142  to  33)  was  accompanied  by  a fall  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  10  to  2. 

Acute  Encephalitis. — The  number  of  cases  (6)  remained  the  same 
as  last  year  with  a decrease  in  deaths  from  this  disease  from  4 to  1 . 

Dysentery. — Fewer  cases  (286)  occurred  but  again  the  majority 
were  from  Whickham  Urban  District  (116)  and  Stanley  Urban  District 
(112).  There  v/as  a noticeable  decrease  in  the  notifications  from  these 
two  areas  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  only  2 cases  being  notified 
in  Stanley  and  4 in  Whickham. 


Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. — The  numbers  were  the  same  as  last 
year,  9 cases  and  no  deaths. 

Food  Poisoning. — There  was  no  outbreak  of  major  importance 
during  1951  only  35  confirmed  cases  being  recorded  compared  with 
350  in  the  previous  year. 

Influenza. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  wras  243  equal  to  a 
; death-rate  of  0.27  per  1,000  population  compared  with  114  deaths 
and  a death-rate  of  0.12  in  1950.  The  large  increase  was  due  to  an 
outbreak  of  the  disease  in  January.  Most  of  the  deaths  occurred  in 
>the  higher  age  groups. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  (under  2 years  of  age). — The  number  of 
; deaths  registered  was  32  compared  with  45  in  1950.  Death-rates  for 
i these  two  years  were  0.04  and  0.05  respectively  while  the  rate  per 
1,000  births  registered  was  2.02  and  2.79  respectively. 

Reimbursement  of  notification  fees. — In  accordance  with  the 
(National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  County  Council  reimbursed 
£2,228  1 Is.  0d.  to  district  councils  for  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
fees  paid  to  medical  practitioners.  In  195U  the  sum  reimbursed  was 
,£2,388  11s.  6d.

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS) 

(PASTEURISED  and  STERILISED  MILK)  REGULATIONS, 

1949. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  8 plants  processing  milk  in  the 
county.  All  were  licensed  to  pasteurise  undesignated  milk,  and  six  were 
permitted  to  use  the  special  designation  T.T.  (Pasteurised).  These 
plants  were  all  inspected  frequently.  Difficulties  were  experienced 
at  one  dairy  where  equipment  and  methods  of  processing  were  not 
satisfactory  but  these  were  remedied  by  alterations  to  the  premises 
and  the  installation  of  additional  machinery.  Routine  samples 
continued  to  be  taken  of  milk  delivered  to  schools,  and  produced  at 
hospital  dairy  farms.  Details  of  the  results  of  the  examination  of 
samples  of  milk  are  given  in  Table'  43. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  reported  that  four- 
teen samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  either  deficient  in  milk  fat  or 
showing  evidence  of  added  water.  It  was  decided  that  tei\  cases  were 
suitable  to  take  before  the  Justices,  two  were  referred  to  the  Agri- 
cultural Advisory  Service,  and  in  the  other  two  cases  it  was  thought  a 
caution  only  was  necessary.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  no  major  schemes  were  submitted  for  the  con- 
struction and  improvement  of  wrater  supplies.  Several  minor  schemes 
were  investigated  in  conjunction  with  the  officials  concerned  and  where 
necessary  suggestions  were  made  for  their  improvement  or  amendment. 

Water  Act,  1945.  Durham  County  Water  {Draft)  Order. — This 
Order  provides  for  the  extension  to  the  limits  of  the  Board  in  the  rural 
districts  of  Barnard  Castle,  Chester-le-Street,  Darlington,  Durham  and 
Sedgefield,  and  the  Parish  of  Redworth  in  the  Shildon  Urban  District. 
In  each  case  the  extension  brings  within  the  administrative  area  of  the 
Board  parts  of  the  district  already  supplied  by  the  Board,  and  is  the 
result  of  mutual  negotiation. 

Durham  Rural  District. — Due  to  a number  of  adverse  results  in 
samples  taken  in  the  Sherburn  Hill  and  Littletown  area,  discussions 
took  place  with  the  appropriate  officials  of  the  District  Council,  and 
the  Deputy  Engineer  of  the  Durham  County  Water  Board.  An 
inspection  was  made  of  the  treatment  plant  at  Waskerley,  when  it 
was  agreed  that  major  alterations  in  progress  were  the  reason  for  the 
adverse  results.  Suggestions  for  adjustments  were  made  and  later 
samples  showed  the  supply  to  be  again  satisfactory. 

Thornley  Village,  Tow  Law. — The  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the 
water  supply  to  this  village  remains  unchanged.  Schemes  for  aug- 
menting the  supply  are  still  under  consideration. 

Bildershaw. — The  scheme  previously  submitted  by  the  Barnard 
Castle  Rural  District  Council  for  taking  a mains  supply  to  houses  and 
farms  in  the  Bildershaw  area  proved  to  be  too  expensive  and  an  alterna- 
tive and  more  economical  scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

Low  Middleton  and  Low  Dinsdale. — A scheme  submitted  by  the 
Darlington  Rural  District  Council  to  provide  a water  supply  to  houses 
and  farms  in  this  area  was  approved  last  year,  but  finally  proved  too 
expensive.  Further  consideration  is  temporarily  in  abeyance. 

Sedgefield  Rural  District. — Work  on  the  scheme  for  providing  a 
mains  supply  to  the  villages  of  Morden  and  Rushyford,  the  hamlets  of 
Foxton,  Thorpe  Marches,  Butterwick,  Wynyard  Station  and  Preston- 
le-Skerne  together  with  a number  of  farms  is  continuing,  the  rate  of 
progress  being  dependent  on  the  availability  of  the  necessary  pipes. 
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Banesley  Lane,  Ravensworth. — The  proposals  of  the  Ministry  o 
Works  to  remedy  the  unsatisfactory  water  supply  to  several  farms  anc 
private  dwellings  in  this  area,  due  to  the  existing  supply  being  affectec 
by  open  cast  coal  workings,  are  in  abeyance  until  the  whole  of  the 
excavated  material  is  replaced  and  consolidated. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Proposed  Development , Leases  Lane,  St.  Helens,  Auckland. — Ajml 
application  was  received  from  Bishop  Auckland  Urban  District  Council 
for  a grant  towards  the  extension  of  a sewer  to  two  private  smalll i 
holdings  in  Leazes  Lane,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  ,£670.  The  schemee 
■was  considered  necessary  and  approved  by  the  Health  Committee,  but 
a grant  was  not  recommended  by  the  County  Council. 

Proposed  Trunk  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  South  and 
South-East  parts  of  Felling  Urban  District. — An  application  for  a grant 
under  Section  126  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1948,  towards  a 
scheme  estimated  to  cost  £202,558,  necessary  to  enable  land  to  be 
developed  for  housing  purposes  (estimated  population — 1,600),  was| 
received  from  the  Felling  Urban  District  Council.  The  scheme  was- 
approved  in  general  by  the  Health  Committee,  since  when  an  Inquiry 
has  been  held  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  when  no  objections  to  the  scheme  were  forthcoming. 

Fields  Housing  Estate,  Shildon — Sewerage. — An  application  was  ■ 
received  from  the  Shildon  Urban  District  Council  for  a contribution  i 
under  Section  307  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  towards  a proposed 
new  sewer,  estimated  to  cost  £5,000,  required  to  enable  housing  develop-  f 
ment  to  proceed  on  this  site.  The  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Health 
Committee  and  the  County  Council  agreed  to  make  a contribution,  the 
amount  to  be  decided  later. 

Proposed  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Low  Lands. — The  question  of 
providing  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  Cockfield,  Esperley 
and  Lands  area  is  being  actively  pursued,  and  consideration  has  been 
given  to  proposed  sites  at  Low  Lands. 

Gore  Beck,  Wheatley  Hill. — Complaints  were  received  regarding 
the  condition  of  this  Beck,  due  to  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  articles 
and  lack  of  grading  and  cleansing.  This  matter  was  discussed  with 
officials  of  the  local  authorities  concerned,  and  other  interested  parties, 
when  it  was  learned  that  a scheme  of  cleansing  and  regrading  of  the 
part  of  this  Beck  known  as  the  Gassey  Gutter  was  being  carried  out  by 
the  National  Coal  Board.  Information  was  received  from  the  General 
Manager,  No.  3 Area,  National  Coal  Board,  that  on  completion  of  the 
present  work  a commencement  would  be  made  on  the  cleansing  and 
regrading  of  the  part  of  the  Beck  giving  rise  to  the  complaints. 


Proposed  Slurry  Settling  Pond,  Wembley  Washery  Plant,  Murton. — 
Plans  for  a concrete  settling  pond  which  should  materially  reduce  the 
oollution  of  Murton  Beck,  have  been  considered  and  approved.
